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Th*  PROGRAM  FOLIO,  a  service  to  KPFK  subscribers,  is  published  bi-weekly  by 
KPFK  (FM  90.7  mc)  which  serves  Southern  California.  KPFK  broadcasts  17  hours 
a  day  of  music,  drama,  public  affairs  and  programs  for  children.  The  station  pro- 
motes  discussions  of  all  points  of  view,  but  endorses  none. 

Anyone  can  listen,  but  those  who  want  creative  and  provocative  programming  sup. 
port  KPFK.  The  basic  annual  subscription  is  $12.00.  Contributions  are  tax-deduct- 
ible because  KPFK  is  non-profit.  Sustaining,  $25.00;  Contributing,  $50.00;  Patron, 
$100.00;  Participating,  $250.00;  Lifetime,  $1,000;  Student,  $5.00  (six  months); 
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Probably  no  indigenous  political  movement  since  World  War  II  has  received  so 
much  publicity  as  the  John  Birch  Society.  Most  of  the  publicity  has  dealt  with  the 
founder  of  the  Society,  Robert  Welch,  and  with  some  of  his  more  violent  charges 
against  such  respected  public  figures  as  Dwight  and  Milton  Eisenhower,  Earl 
Warren,  and  Christian  Herter.  The  Birch  Society  as  a  political  movement,  however, 
is  guided  by  the  Blue  Book  of  the  Society.  The  Blue  Book  prescribes  organizational 
techniques  and  the  political  objectives,  both  immediate  and  long-range,  of  the 
movement.  Pursuant  to  this  station's  policy  of  disseminating  the  substance  of 
information  rather  than  merely  the  tabloid  "color"  of  events,  we  are  broadcasting 
a  reading  of  the  BLUE  BOOK.  (Monday,  Feb.  5  through  Thursday,  Feb.  8  at  8  p.m.) 

It  is  ultimately  for  the  public  to  decide  what  the  John  Birch  Society— or  any  other 
such  political  movement  —  is,  both  as  a  political  philosophy  and  as  a  body  of 
political  activists.  We  feel  the  best  public  service  a  communications  medium  can 
perform  when  such  an  issue  arises  is  to  present  the  facts  of  the  matter  in  full,  at 
least  once,  without  trying  to  provide  an  analysis,  or  an  opinion.  For  this  reason, 
we  are  broadcasting  in  the  same  week,  speeches  by  Congressman  John  Roussejot, 
a  member  of  the  Birch  Society,  and  by  another  spokesman  for  the  far  right,  Dr. 
Frederick  Schwarz.  In  the  same  Folio,  we  are  presenting  THE  BUSY  BIRCHERS,  a 
report  on  some  of  the  local  activities  of  the  Society.  (Feb.  8  at  9  p.m.  and  Feb.  9 
at   10:30  a.m.)  >  -  — -- 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  time  we  devote  to  this  issue  in  the  next  week  will  enable 
the  listener  to  reach  objective,  unemotional  conclusions  on  the  basis  of  factual 
information. 

Those  listeners  with  a  sharp  eye  probably  saw  the  first  of  Fred  Warner  Neal's 
"European  Report"  listed  in  the  Folio  of  Jan.  13.  Dr.  Neal  is  in  Europe  for  a  year 
and  has  agreed  to  tape  a  number  of  programs  for  Pacifica  which  should  present 
some  interesting  views  of  the  European  scene  .  .  .  not  only  from  Dr.  Neal  but 
from  those  with  whom  he  talks.  The  second  "Report  from  Europe"  will  be  broad- 
cast at  8:30-^.m.  Feb.  18.     -^' 
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Children's  programs  are  now  listed  from  5:00  to  6:00  p.m.  without  intervening 
segments.  We  feel  there  is  greater  freedom  of  choice  when  not  bound  by  fifteen- 
minute  periods.
